Report of School Board 


To the inhabitants of Goshen School District the Board 
submits its annual report, trusting that interest in education 
may still be continued as in the past: 


Div. No. 1, Spring term was begun Apr. 19, one week 
after other schools, Hattie E. Angell of Wendell, teacher. 
Miss Angell was obliged by sickness in her home to give up 
her school May 13, and May 29 it was resumed under Miss 
Minetta A. Mackie of Brooklyn. 

Pupils enrolled, 13 Perfect attendance, Alfred B. Babb. 

The fall term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Maud Mit- 
chell, one of our successful teachers, who walked daily a dis- 
tance of four miles to and from her school.  Enr-lliment, 7. 

A row of new adjustable desks have been installed and 
fresh paint applied to the interiur woodwork. 

Div. No. 2, Spring term of 12 weeks afforded much profit 
under instruction of Grace M. Lovejoy of Lempster. Number 
of pupils, 8. Perfect attendance, Harvey A. Royce, Luella I. 
Royce. 

We were fortunate in securing the able services of Isabel 
K. Adams for the fall term. Enrollment, 9. Roll of perfect 
attendance, LuellaI. Royce, Horton Smith, Harvey A. Royce, 
Clayton Smith. 

This schoolhouse has been re-shingted with firs:-class cedar. 


Div. No. 3, After being closed for several years the North 
schoolhouse was reopened in the spring and a term of 11 weeks 
held in it. It was hoped that the school might continue through 
autumn, but a scarcity of scholars compelled its abandonment. 
7 pupils were registered. Perfect attendance, Myo Bowman. 


Div. No. 4, The spring term of 12 weeks and fall term of

Report of Board of Health — 


There have been three cases of diphtheria and one of 
measles during the year. Two cases of diphtheria in one family 
first case sick two or three days, no doubt second case was 
contracted from it. All cases of diphtheria were children 4 to 
dD years old. Houses quarantined as the law reqnires. ‘The 
diphtheria cases diagnosed, quarantine released by culture 
swabs examined by the state bacteriologist at Hanover. An- 
titoxin used in two cases. Houses fumigated after releasing 
quarantine. The cause of diphtheria unknown. The cases 
were kept in a room by themselves until released from quaran- 
ine. Attendants of the sick used formalin spray for protec- 
ion. All recovered.
